jp|^^,oiyer the local orgfin of the ,Prp- 
"vSneiai'Gtovornment. Does Mr. Mac- 
'..k'e£i2ie approach the Province with an

nounced as a hypocritical and desig- 
ning knave. Does the independent 
section of the Provincial proas con- 
demn the action of tho local GoYorii- 
mcnt in refusing to negotiate with llv.

Eastern Slates. 

New Okleaks, Soi^t. IG— Tho follow- 
ing diapatch was sent to you to-day: 
Tho petition forwarded to you to-day 
by express is signed by 600 leading 
merchants and business men of this 
city as follows :

War Department, Washington, D. C, 
Sept. 16, 1874 — Under no circumstan- 
ces recognize the insurgent govern- 
ment of Louisianna. Within five days 
from date, when the time given in the 
proclamation to insurgents will expire, 
such action will be taken as emergen- 
cy iun,3' require.

At the conolusion the 
crowd gave tiiree groans for the Bishop, 
and tlin hissing was deafening amidst 
which tlio Assesors withdrew.

Jitdgment in the Case of the Very Rev'd 
Dean Oridge. 
The painful office now devolves upon 
me of declaring the judgment of this tri- 
bunal upon tho Very lieverond Edward 
Cridge in respect of certain charges i)re- 
ferred against him before na and our As- 
■easoia on tho 10th, 11th, 12th and 14th 
days of the present month of September, 
1874. 

After careful and lengthened consider- 
atioa of theovidouce adduced in support 
of the said charge, the Assessors, viz: — 
Mr. P. O'Keilly, County Court Judge, 
the Venerable Archdeacon Wocnls, and 
the Ber. G. Mason, have reported to us 
their unanimous oonolasiona. 

Of the eighteen articles of the charge 
they declare sixteen proven; of these 16 
&ro are of a more formal character, viz: 
1, 2, 3, 4 and 10. 

Article 1 recites that all clerks and min- 
isters in holy orders are required by the 
Eoolesiastical laws, canons, and constitu- 
tions of the Oharoh of England, holding 
the Bishop's license to obep the said 
Bishop in all lawful matters and things. 

Article 2 recites the Iloyal Letters Pa- 
tent of January 12th, 1859, constituting 
the Bishopric of British Columbia, and 
conferring jurisdiction upon George, 
Bishop of British Columbia, and his suc- 
oeseors. 

Article 3 recites that Rev'd Edward 
Cridgo was duly and lawfully liconaod to 
tho euro of Christ Cliurch, Victoria, on 
or about the'llth day of September, 18G0, 
and did then take the oath to us and our 
successors of canonical obedience. 

Article 4 recites that the said Edward 
Cridge did on tlio seventh day of Hep- 
tombor, 1865, again took tho oath of can- 
onical obedience, and was by us collated 
to tho dignity of Dean of Christ Ohuaoli, 
Victoria. 

Artcles 5 and G contain tho charge that 
tha said Edward Cridge, having received 
from us on December 14th, 1872, a form- 
al censure for disturbance of public wor- 
ship and for violation of tho 23d canon, 
difl, ,pn Wfldnesday, tho 25th day of 
March now laiit, publicly and advisedly 
ropudiuto Bunli censure and admonition 
»nd did set tlio same at nought; and did 
justify the acts wiiich called for tho con- 
suru and admonition, and did then and 
there, iu effect, declare that ho would act 
in the same way under similar oircum- 
gtanoas, contrary to hia orc^ioation row 
and oath of canonical obediehbe,' ' Those 
articles having been reported to ua by 
our said Assessors as proved, wo decree 
our judgment in roHi)ect of tho same to 
bo revocation of the license granted by 
US to tho Haid Edward Cridge on the 17th 
of September, 1860.

Hero follows another paragraph sus- 
pending tho said Edward Cridge from tho 
olHce and dignity of Dean until ho sub- 
mit himself to oUr lawful authority. 

The Judgmentoonclndes: 

Our judgment on the present proceed- 
ings theroforo is that the licen.so granted 
by US on the I7th of Hepteinber, 18G0. to 
the Rev. E. Cridgo, be revoked, that ho 
be suspended from tho aforesaid oflice 
and dignity of. Dean until he submit him- 
self to lawful authority, and that he be 
ndmouishod to to submit himself iu tho 
future.

BISHOP'S KE^L'VRK.S. 

In presenting this report my Assessors 
have unanimously oxjiressed the hope 
that in adiuinistoring tins necessary dis- 
cipliuo the past faitliful labour of tho 
Dean may bo recognized to mitigate as far 
as possiblo tho force of finy judgment 
possed on his case. 

I certainly say I sincoroly enter into 
this feeling. There is no intention or 
wish on my part to removo Mr. Cridgo 
permanently from Christ Churoh (hisses 
from the audience) . It will rest witli him- 
self, not with mo, whether he is moved 
from the Parish. A license may bo re- 
solved and the clergyman holding it ceaso 
to be able legally to minister in the dio- 
cese; but if the causo of revocation can bo 
cancelled another license may bo 
granted, and tho olorgyiuau on duo sub- 
mission to tho laws of tho Church, may 
bo re-instated. That such may bo the 
case in the present iastauce is my earnest 
hope. After Monday, when the formal 
revocation of tho licenso will be issued, 
tho cure of Christ Church will bo vacant, 
and it will be my duty to provide tho best 
way I can for tho services. 

An arrangement will be sanctioned in 
consnltatiou with Mr. Gridge's friends 
whereby for a period a certain portien of 
the income of Christ Church will be ol- 
lowod for tho support of himself and his 
family. 

This, tho Bishop obporved, closed tho 
proceedings. 

Strong expressions of disapprobation 
were made by the spectators and 
three groans were called for and respond- 
ed to. 



The Diffekence BnxwnnN a Bisnop 
AND AN Aitc'iiBisuor. — In tliB debate in tho 
House of Lords upon tho Public Wor- 
ship Bill, the Bishop of Winchoator said 
that Bishops wore Bishops by divine or- 
dinance, whilo tho Metropolitans (that is 
tho Archbishops) wore Metropolitans by 
human ordinauco. Bishojis woro more 
ancient than tlio Metropolitans, as it was 
not until 30l) years after tho establish- 
ment of Christianity -that there aro.so a 
now order, or sub-order, in tho Ejiiscopal 
Cliurch called Metropolitan. In tho de- 
bate that followed in tho Houso of Com- 
mons Sir W. Harcourt, in alluding to 
those views enunciated by tho Bisliop of 
Winchester, observed, "To assort that 
the jurisdiction of tho Bishop was not 
jure humano haijtire ditino is enough to 
make one think that tho axis of tho world 
is turned back and that wo livo again in 
the middle agos. Whatever Bishops 
may regard themselves as, Parliament re- 
gard them as overseers of tha Church 
which has been established by tho State 
and which is subject to the laws of the 
State. The^r are nominated by a Cougn 
d^eltse, whioh issues from the Crown, 
and hold thoir ofiice by terms prescribed 
by Parliament and by the State. It is 
not by divine riglit a Bishop occupies a 
palace, nor yot b^- divine right lias ho 
S8000 a year. It is not by divine ri'.'ht 
he has a seat in the Houso of Lords. 
They sit there, as we all know, by barony 
and a barony is not a divine right.

Editob OojjmBTi—'Sh.Q painful Kpoc- 
taole exhibited before this "o'omraunity 
for tho last vycok in tho Ec^lepiaaticftl 
trial has caused many persona to ro- 
lloot and ask tlioniselvea this common- 
place question: How will it all end? 
Tho friends of the Doan considered 
that, if the Bishop had been asz^alduj} 
over the true interests of the OhurcH 
as ho appears to bo in tho prosecution 
of tho Doiin tho origin of tho difficul- 
ty might havo been avoided. 

It is a notorious fact that tho Eov. 
Mr. Eoeco, for many years Arohdea- 
oon, was in his deportment and char- 
acter a disgrace to the denomination 
to which ho profossed to belong. Wero 
these facts so notorious, to others, un- 
known to tho Bishop? It would seem 
incredible. Tlicu what iiiforcnco can 
tho public draw from his silenco on 
tho subject and his tacit consent to his 
promulgating doctrines in thS pulpit 
of Chribt Church at tho consecration, 
which ho knew would bo terribly of- 
fonsivo to tho Dean and to tho majori- 
ty of his congregation?

The second is (should the first 
not succeed), let all the supporters of 
the Dean and his orthodox dootrino 
socedo from a church .that is profess^dr 
ly Jesuitical aud altogether too Roman- 
ized to suit a plain, commonplace com- 
munity like that of British Columbia.

Thb Aii<KGED Adulteration or Tia. — 
A short timo ago quite a breeze was 
excited in British households by the 
appearance of a letter in tlie London 
"Times," sif^ncd "A Wholesale Toa- 
doalor." Tho wrilor appeared to bo 
one thoroughly versed in all tho de- 
tails of tho tea-trade, and he brought 
the most serious charges of adultera- 
tion against many houses in that busi- 
ness. "Colouring" and "facing" tea 
so as to givo it an artificial value; dry- 
ing "rotton masses" of leaves, and 
colouring them for ninrkot— such wero 
said to be frequent practices, and 
Manchester was singled out for n apo- 
cinl censure as a "hot-bod of adultera- 
tion," Tho writer of this letter was a 
Mr. With worth Jackson, who was, in 
consequence, summoned to give evi- 
dence before Parliamentary com- 
mittee. Ho was sharply examined, 
and his answers certainly did not 
bear out tho charges he had scattered 
broadcast against tho membern of a 
ino.'^fc resi^cctablo body of trader.^. 
The next day, however, the father 
and OBcls of this very thtnesu 
were called, and gave evidence 
flatly contradicting on most es- 
sential points tho assertions of theirre- 
lativo. The father said that his son 
bad served in no other houses than his 
own, and, so far as they were concern- 
ed, the evidence was "thoroughly 
false." The unole said nearlyasmucb. 
A large part of tho charges, ho declar- 
ed, existed only in his nephew's imag- 
ination, and the other part consisted 
of exaggerations. This was pretty 
strong, but it was justified by man^' 
circumstantial facts detailed in the 
course of a lengthy examination. Thus 
the outcome of this episode is that the 
censor is himsolf censured; his denun- 
ciations of a higldy roHpoctablo trade 
aro utterly discredited, and our much 
maligned tea— -to borrow thophrasool- 
ogyof tho Sassions-houso — leaves the 
court without a stain on its character, 
unless the "coloring" or "facing," 
which even Mr. Jackson, sen,, admits, 
can be said to constitute a blot on its 
good name.

Formosa, an island in thoChina sea, 
and an outlying colony of the Chinese 
Brapiro, promises to .become, the. bone 
of contention.over wiioh thq two great 
Mongolian powers, China and Jdpaii, 
will test, their newly-acquired pro- 
ficiency in the use of modern lire-arms. 
The question about whioh these nations 
propose to light is one of some throe 
years' standing, ahd affects the inter- 
ests of Loo Choo, an island whieh has 
from force of circumstances paid tri- 
buto for many years to China and Ja- 
pan. In 1871 a ship hailing from this 
island^-Was wrecked on Formosa, and 
the survivors, or most of thorn, wore 
niui-dored by tho inhabitants. For 
some reason the Loo Choo authorities 
appealed to Japan for redress, aiid 
CbiuA agreed to tho sending of a Ja- 
panese mission to investigate. After 
a lonw delay, in,the course of which it 
became oxpedient for the Mikado of 
J apan to jrivo a rather unruly army- 
soinetliinfj to do, the "mission was 
sent. But it was suspiciously strong 
in numbers, was well armed, and 
landed with the apparent intention of 
making itself at home. So far the 
idoa of a peaceful mission Avas pre- 
aerved, but the result justifiea tho be- 
lief that the Jajiunese commander' 
had his work well mapped out. The 
savage tribes of Formosa did not ne- 
gotiate to any apiireciable extent. 
Thoy attacked the Japanese with such 
edrnestness that the latter defended 
thoiuselve.s, and once they had their 
hands in did not stop until thoy had 
innrched over a largo section of the 
island, destroying everything that- 
eamo iu their way. Then they went 
back to their first encampment and 
were there who d last heaid.iv£B[)ni,»i 
spite of protests from China and from 
Ler local representatives at Formosa. 
MGauwliilo both nations are making 
ovary preparation for war, and as 
English and American officers, en- 
gineers and adventiirers are numerbus 
in the armies and navies of both cou'nir 
tiies tho coming contest will halvo 
more than ordinary interest for Anglo- 
Saxon eyes. As things look at pre- 
:;eiit the Japanese have the advantage, 
for they have made friends with the 
surviving Formosans, who are quite as 
ri-ady to yield allegiance to Japan as 
to remain loyal to China.
